Netherlands New Guinea 


The Dutch were among the first who explored the Pa- 
cific and Indian Ocean. Vasco da Gama was the firstto 
discover the route to the Indian Ocean around the tip of .— © 
Africa. He hugged the West Coast of Africa through the 
Straits of Tanzania, across what is today the Northern 
part of Indonesia landing in Calcutta, being the first : 
European to reach India by sea. Da Gama was fol- Npraw 
lowed by a procession of Dutch explorers who claimed ~~ tu 
many Islands and regions for king and country. Most of 
these were islands in modern day Indonesia including 
the western half of New Guinea known today as West 
Irian. The region was called The Dutch East Indies or 
The Great East. New Guinea remained a territory of 
Netherlands until 1949 where it became an overseas 
territory of the Kingdom of Netherlands until 1962. In ry, 
reality the interior of the island was rarely visited. The 
natives, The Papuans, were simple hunter gathers that 
lived in tribes across the interior. In 1660 there were ee 
claims by the Sultan of Tidore, who ruled over the re- ~— 


gion to the west of Papua, and in part it was recognized 
by the Dutch and a treaty was struck giving the Dutch 
legitimate authority over the region. The eastern border 
was established in 1902. This kept the British and Ger- 
mans from claiming more of the island. 


The Japanese occupied the region in 1942. During that time the Indonesian nationalist movement began 
and a proclamation of independence was drafted. This covered all of the Dutch East Indies. Eventually 
these islands became part of the United States of Indonesia under the protection of the Dutch. It gave the 
diverse peoples of the area the right of self-determination. In 1949 the rest of Dutch East Indies became 
fully independent leaving New Guinea under Dutch control. Netherlands then attempted to make it an in- 
dependent country. This was met with resistance from the newly formed Indonesia. There was a low level 
conflict for a few years and in 1962 the United Nations stepped in. At the end, in 1969, Western New 
Guinea was incorporated into Indonesia.
